Many Quin¢y peopie have probably 
taken advantage of the opportunities 
when Mrs. Gardner’s Museum was op- 
en to the public to admire the wonder- 
ful exhibit that she has there. To 
those who have not, is given the 
chance now to see pictures of her ar- 
tistic palace at the library, for 76 pic- 
tures are on exhibition. Venice 
adapted to American soil, is seen both 
in the architectural style of the pal- 
ace itself and its courtyard.

The 36th annual meeting of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children was held Dee. 1 at Hotel Ven- 
dome Boston. C. C. Carstens, secre- 
tary and general agent of the society, 
announced that the society had inves- 
tigated 4,848 cases in the last twelve 
months and had under its protection 
12513 children during the same time-— 
more than 1060 clifldren a month: 965 
cases were prosecuted in the courts on 
behalf of 2,636’ children. In the Bos- 
ton office alone} 144 parents were pro- 
secuted for non-support and neglect of 
their minor children, while 40 people 
were brought to justice’ for sex crimes 
against young girls.

TUBERCULOSIS PREVENTION, 


Red Cross Seal Sale to be’ aided by 
Motion Pictures on Tuberculosis in 
Children, 


‘As an aid in the Red Cross Christ- 
mas Seal sale and the Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Campaign, a motion picture deal- 
ing with the protlem of tuberculosis 
in children has been prepared by 
Thomas A. Edison, and beginning next 
week it will be shown throughout the 
country. The film was produced in 
co-operation with the National Asso- 
tiation for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis. 

The plot of the picture, which is 
entitled “The Temple of the Moloch” 
is laid in a small village, the chief 
industries. of which are some potter- 
‘es, owned ‘by ‘Harrison Pratt. He 
also owns a group of dilapidated ten- 
ements in which most of his em- 
ployes live. Dr. Jordan, health offi- 
cer of the village is struck with the 
prevalence of tuberculosis and on in- 
vestigation finds that the unsanitary 
working conditions in the Pratt pot- 
teries, together with the unhealthy 
tate of the tenement homes. of the 
vorkmen have most to do with the 
ipread of. the diseases” {He calls the 
matter to the attention of Pratt, whc 
‘ebuffs him and tells him itis no us 
‘o try to do anything in the matter.

BOOSTER SIGNBOARDS. 


The booster signboards which many 
cities and towns of the Common- 
wealth have erected along the lines of 
railroads and main thoroughfares, 
setting forth the advantages of this 
or that town as a desirable place in 
which to seek residence or locate a 
new industry have become so com- 
mon that it would seem that the 
usefulness of this kind of community 
advertising had reached a_ point 
where it was a question if the benefit 
derived warranted the expenditure. 

The plan toerectalarge sign setting 
forth some of the desirable things about 
Quincy was taken up by the Board’ 
of Trade two or three years ago. At 
that time it was planned to erect 
a large board along the railroad 
tracks on the Quincy side of the Ne- 
ponset bridge. The matter how- 
ever has dragged along month after 
month without any definite action, 
and had almost become a dead letter 
when it again sprang into life at the 
meeting of the Board of Trade Wed- 
nesday when J.. Winthrop Pratt out- 
lined a scheme to erect sign boards 
at Quincy Pojnt, Houghs Neck, and 
near the different railroad stations in 
the city. 

In this connection it might be said 
that Secretary “Hall reported that at 
meetings held by representatives of 
many Massachusetts towns, the senti- 
ment was that such signs had become 
s0 common that their value was not 
great. It would seem therefore that 
some new scheme should be thought 
up rather than at this late day taking 
up something that other towns and 
cities have-worn threadbare.

SPECULATIONS.

Yet the 
sale of arms and ammunition is per- 
missible, subject to the risks of con- 
traband, and the new question wheth- 
er the finished and numbered parts of 
a submarine may be sent out of a 
reutral country.to be assembled by 
one of the belligerents seems likely to 
arise. 

‘The right to supply arms can be 
morally supported on the ground that 
otherwise a larger premium would be 
placed on complete war preparation 
and that a peaceful country finding it- 
self suddenly attacked would be at a 
greater disadvantage. The question 
whether the parts of a ship are 
aquivalent to a ship itself may seem 
2 fine one, but it is to be pointed out 
that the submarine in its present de- 
-elopment .is, essentially a defensive 
weapon, as the Germans’ might dis- 
cover if they sought to invade Eng- 
land and offered the English submar- 
ines more of a quarry.—Springfield 
Republican.

| William Cobb of the Collateral Loan

no fear of his own alleged shortcom- 
‘ings being unearthed, according to 
John F. Moors, the director. who is 
guarding the interests of the state in 
; the investigation. 

Cobb was, arraigned in the munici- 
pal court and pleaded not guilty of the 
larceny of $86,000 from the Collateral 
Loan company, of which he had been 
president until his resignation Thurs- 
day. The case was continued until 
Dec. 15, and the defendant was held

THE COST OF ADVERTISING, 
Who pays the cost of advertising? 
The Bureau of Corporations of the | 

United States is investigating the sub-| 
ject of the value of advertising, and 
trying to determine how far it is 
economically profitable, and whether 
it costs the public anything. It will | 
no doubt be found that money judi- 
ciously spent in advertising reduces 
the cost of getting the goods to the| 
consumer. 

The highest selling costs are found | 
in the store where sales are slow. 
When a merchant doubles sales, by 
letting the public know about his 
goods, he usually adds but very little! 
to the expense for sales force. The| 
overhead expenses, such as taxes, in-| 
surance, heat, light, and rent, are in- 
creaséd but little, if any. Gonse- | 
quently the charge that has to be| 
made to each article to pay clerk hire | 
and overhead expense is reduced. 
merchant can afford to sell for less 
money, meanwhile making a larger 
profit for himself. 

If there were no advertising, buy- 
ing would be very heavy at the height 
of the season, and would drop off 
more than it now does between the 
rush periods. The most economical 
agency for distributing goods is one 
that keeps along somewhat the same 
from one month to another. Ad- 
vertising informs people that there 
are special bargains at mid-season 
periods. Tt teaches people that by 
waiting for those periods, they can 
make economies. That tends .to 
equalize retail trade, and saves the 
necessity for extra expense during 
rush periods. ; 

Advertising performs all that could}, 
be accomplished by house. to hons¢é 
solicitation and at a far léss cost. It 
visits a thousand homes and talks" 
to the inmates thereof, while a so- 
licitor could enter but one. Adver-| 
tising then is not an extra charge 
added to the cost of the goods.

- -How..-the Reindeer 
Looks In Harness. 


To the people of Lapland the rein- 
deer serves as a substitute for the 
horse, cow, sheep and goat. It is ex- 
tensively employed as a beast of draft, 
being broken to draw sledges or carry 
packages ‘on its back. A full grown 
animal ean draw a weight of 300 
pounds and travel at the rate of 100 
miles a day, its broad, deeply cleft 
hoofs fitting it admirably for traveling 
over the broken snow.

Chrysanthemums, 
which are now at their best, with their 
vivid colorings, seem especially adapt- 
ed to the Thanksgiving table, and if 
the dinner is served after dusk or the 
day proves dark and lowering light 
the table with candles shaded by red 
and orange shades, to match the col- 
oring of the floral decorations. 

A fruit centerpiece is also in excel- 
lent taste as embodying the very spir- 
it of Thanksgiving, and for this noth- 
ing can be better than a large yellow 
pumpkin that has been carefully hol- 
lowed out and filled with apples, rus- 
set oranges, a lordly pine and clusters 
of luscious hothouse or Malaga grapes. 

Place also upon the table, which has 
been covered with a damask cloth laid 
over the heavy “silence cloth,” relish 
dishes and compotiers holding crisp, 
shredded celery, stuffed olives, salted 
nuts and homemade candy, while name 
cards, tucked into each napkin, may 
take the form of tiny pumpkins, de 
mure Quaker maidens or plump tur- 
keys, sketched either in india ink or 
water colors. » 


The Thanksgiving Turkey. 

Select a turkey weighing not over 
ten or twelve pounds. If for a large 
family it is better to have two ten- 
pound turkeys than a very large one. 
Have the fowl drawn and, if possible, 
the tendons drawn from the legs. 
Singe, cut neck close to body, remove 
pinfeathers and thoroughly scrub the 
bird inside and out, being careful that 
it does not stay in the water. 

Wipe well and stuff, then truss and 
put in a roasting pan, breast down. 
Sprinkle with ficur and salt and place 
in a hot oven. 

Baste every fifteen minutes the first 
hour of roasting, using butter and hot 
water. After turning the bird over on 
its back’cover the breast with butter 
and brown. 

If a cryst is desired cream together 
butter and flour, using twice as much 
butter as flour. A ten pound turkey 
needs three hours to cook, and more 
time will not hurt it. 

The heart, liver and gizzard should 
ye cooked in water until the last is 
tender. The neck may be cooked with 
them, and this stock is excellent for 
gravy, to which these parts, chopped, 
may be added. . 


Oyster Dressing. 

One quart of oysters wi be re 
quired for an ordinary sized turkey. 
Grate into a mixing bowl four large 
cupfuls of breadcrumbs, add a heap- 
ing teaspoonful of salt, a saltspoonful 
of celery salt, a pinch of powdered 
mace, the drained oysters (either chop- 
ped or whole), a saltspoonful of white 
pepper, one tablespoonful of chopped 
parsley, one tablespoonful of melted 
butter and half a teacupful each of 
sherry and the oyster liquor. Mix the 
ingredients thoroughly before using. 


Giblet Sauce. 

Thoroughly» wash the giblets and 
poil in enough water until tender. Run 
through food chopper; moisten three 
tablespoonfuls of flour with cold water 
to form a smooth paste. When gravy, 
which has formed in the pan, is ready 
to be made, skim off any superfluous 
fat. Stir in the dissolved flour and 
let simmer until thickened. Drain 
through a strainer, add the chopped 
giblets, season to taste and serve very 
hot.

It Results In Placing Goate Troops on

London, Dec. §.—A new attempt 
of Germany to thrust her armies in 
Flanders through the allies’ lines to 
the much-coveted ports of Dunkirk 
and Calais, and one that is thus far 
successful, is indicated in the official 
|report from Paris, which says the 
kaiser’s. furces are bombarding Oost | 
Dunkirk on the North sea coast. 

The most significant feature of | 


‘news is that Oost Dunkirk is fully ten 
} 


miles west of the fufthermost point! 
hitherto recognized as being held by 
j the Germans in this section. How the 
Germatig have managed to break 
through the Belgian army massed at, 
this part of the line and reach the | 
coast town is not divulged in the bare 
official French statement. 
Day of Bombarding 

The sound of the firing was heard 
all along the coast during the day 
Monday, and was attributed by cor- 
respondents to further activity by the 
British warships .until explained by 
the French war office report. 

Ocst Dunkirk, or East Dunkitk as 
it would be Anglicized from the Flem- 
ish dialect, is 4 small place, which 
is ordinafily a bathing resort, but 
since the first attempts of the kaiser’s 
troops to advance down the coast it 
has been more or less fortified, sur- 
rotinded by trenches and wire-work 
entanglements and garrisoned by Bel- 
Bian and French troops. 

Its occupation by the Germans 
would be a long step on the way to 
Dunkirk, which is about fifteen miles 
to the southwest, and this once taken 
# quick dash to Calais would be 4 
simple military maneuver. 

: Lodz Set on Fire 

Petrograd admits, in unoffical re- 
ports, the capture of Lodz by the 
Germans, and states that the city was! 
set-on fire during a severe bonibard- 
ment. The Russians deny, however, 
that the less of Lodz is,a sevére re- 
verse, since the city does not, con- 
trol the main line of railroad from 
Petrokow to Warsaw, but only. a 
branch line. 

The Russians are holding the junc- 
tion at Koluszki, and untl the Ger- 
mans are able to occupy this point 
they cannot take advantage of the 
railroad system. There is no longer 
any misapprehension in Petrograd as 
to the seriousness of the situation in 
Poland, but army officials assert that 
the Russians have anticipated the 
German plans and are developing a_ 
surprise that will turn the tide of the’ 
campaign completely. 

A Russian staff officer at The 
Hague is quoted as saying that the 
Russians have left a sufficient force 
in the centre,of Poland to oppose a 
renewal of thé German offensive and | 
that the Russians will concentrate their 
main forces for an entrance into 
Germany on the line of Cracow, 
Opein and Breslau.

‘Advancing the plan for local credit |) 
unions as an effective means of com- 
batting the prevalent loan shark evil, 
‘William J. Stanton, general manager 
jof the Massachusetts Credit union, de- 
| livered an address on, “The state's 
fight against the loan shark,” at the 
| monthly meeting of the Wollaston 
Unitarian club, Tuesday evening. 

In the course of his remarks he de- 
| clared that, while he had implicit con- 
|fidence in the present incumbent, he 
| believed that the power of the Com-/-p 
\missioner pf Small Loans should ‘be 
| curtailed by amendment to the 
statutes. 
| “The present law,” he said, “leaves 
a loophole in allowing the commis- 
' sioner at his discretion to permit loan 
| agencies to charge more than the rate 
‘of one per cent a month. No reput- 
| able concern needs to charge from 45 
;to 60 per cent per annum. 

“Regulation, registration reduction 
-in rate of interest and the provision 
for penalties have failed to stamp out 
‘the loan shark and the financial 
slavery which follows.” 

Mr. Stanton cited the case of a man 
with a $144 debt who, in 12 months 
had paid a loan company $144 and still 
owed $125. “It was to free the hon- 
est man from such exactions as this” 
he said, “that the credit union system 


| 


was. started. . 


“First instituted in Goes this 
movement, which makes ‘capitaliza- 
tion of character’ its war cry, has 
spread to this country. In 1910 the 
employes of ‘Farm and ‘Home,’ Spring- 
| field, organized the first credit union 
in Massachusetts. ; 

“The system tends toward the pro- 
motion of thrift and thrift in borrow- 
jing is as important as thrift in sav- 
ing. , It is co-operation carried to the 
ee result. 

“To belong to a credit union a per- 
es must buy at least one share, gen- 
' erally at five dollars each, either in 
cash or installments. There is a sav- 
ings department open to members 
only. 

“In the loan department any mem- 
ber may apply for a loan. To qualify 
he must pass a _ credit. committee 
which inquires concerning the amount 
' wanted, how he intends to pay it back, 
what surety there is ‘and what he 
| wants it for. Interest up to one per 
‘cent a month is charged. 

“The average credit union has a 
| board of directors, a credit com- 
‘mittee and a supervisory committee, 
all elected by the members. 

“Besides offering its members an 
opportunity for small borrowing with- 
out collateral the credit union is a 
good investment, paying as much or 
more on its deposits, and more on its 
shares, then the savings bank. There 
are no high salaried officers or ex- 
\piemakve office buildings to eat up the 
profits. BS

AN AMBASSADOR’S SALARY. 

Myron T. Herrick, who has just re- 
turned to America after resigning his 
office as ambassador to France, states: 
“I must now set to work to earn some 
money as my duties in Paris cost me 
$400,000.” 

How long are the American people 
going to let this state of things con- 
tinue? How long is wealth going to 
be an absolute requisite to the holding 
of an ambassadorship? No doubt his 
excellency expended more money than 
absolutely necessary. Probably a 
quarter of the amount would have 
been ample. But how many men are 
there who are willing to pay $100,000 
for the honor of holding an ambas- 
sadorship for a year? What is the 
remedy? 

Some would prate of democratic 
simplicity, and, with many eloquent 
references to the “Glorious Stars and 
Stripes,” would declare that an hon- 
est, efficient man was good enough to 
represent America in any. country of 
the world. So he is, but the fact re- 
mains that it takes something more 
than honesty and efficiency to grease 
the complicated machinery of di- 
plomacy. Diplomacy is not a business 
but an art. A diplomat cannot al- 
ways attain his object by going té the 
front door; sometimes he must insinu- 
ate himself through the back door. 
He must, before he can make any 
progress in the business which he has 
in hand, establish himself on a friend- 
ly footing with the leaders of the 
government to which he has been ac- 
credited. He must meet them in a 
social way before he can successfully 
meet them in a business way. 

Tt doesn’t make any difference 
whether or not the American approves 
of banquets, balls and the other nec- 
essary adjuncts to a diplomat’s life: 
The countries to which the diplomat 
has been sent believe in them, and no- 
where more than in the diplomatic 
service is the old saying trie: “When 
in Rome do as the Romans do.” 

The ambassadors who represent the 
greatest and richest country in the 
world ought to be able to do so in a 
worthy manner without impoverish- 
ing themselves in the doing. The 
United States should provide its di- 
plomatic representatives with suffi- 
cient funds to fulfill their missions 
with credit to the country and without 
financial loss to themselves. The first 
step should be the construction by the 
United States of permanent embassys 
in each country to which ambassadors 
and ministers are sent. 

The salary of the ambassador to 
France is $17,500, as is the salary of 
al] our ambassadors. It is related that 
some years ago a Yankee, travelling 
in Europe, visited the ambassador to 
France, and, in the course of conver- 
sation, spoke of the salary as if it 
were excessive. “What do you do 
with the $500?” he inquired sarcasti- 
caliy. “Oh with that,” replied the am- 
bassador, I pay my living and social | 
expenses. The $17,000 goes for the 
rent of the embassy.”

Washington, Dec. 11.—Representa- 
tive Sereno E. Payne of New York 
died suddenly of heart disease at his 
apartment here late last night. 

Payne, who was, since the time 
of Nelson Dingley, the most promi- 
nent tariff maker on the Republican

County Attorney Archibald 
nol prossed two counts found by the 
grand jury—those of accessory after 
the fact and of murder—leaving the 
indictment charging abortion. x iss 
Pelletier pleaded guilty to this. The 
maximum penalty for the crime is 
three years; the minimum a year and 
a haif. 

When Dudley was called he ap- 
peared weak and shaken. When he 
pleaded guilty his lips formed the 
words, but his voice could hardly be 
heard, even by those close at his side. 

Ambrose Bridge refused to change 
his plea of not guilty to being an ac- 
cessory to an illegal operation.

CO-OPERATIVE KITCHENS. 

Much newspaper comment has been 
caused by an experiment at Mont- 
clair, N. J., in co-operative cooking. 
Many co-operative kitchens have 
failed, because they took little pains 
to satisfy the whims of customers. 
This experiment tries to provide each 
household with what it wants. 

It has always seemed strange to 
men that women have never joined 
forces more extensively to save need- 
less duplication in the work of cook- 
ing. It would be nearly as easy to pre 
pare ten dinners of roast beef as one, 
thus saving the cost of nine kitchen 
fires and servants’ wages. 

Many people of moderate means 
who have always hired a servant find 
themselves appalled by modern con- 
litions. English speaking girls have 
largely gone into stores and factor- 
ies. The larger part of domestic ser- 
vice today is performed at a high 
price by raw boned peasant women 
from the remoter sections of Europe. 
If you ask them to bring you a fork, 
they get a glass of water. If you vary 


a hair from the established order, if! 


one morning you eat hash for ‘break- 
fast instead of eggs, their minds are 
completely bewildered. 

The maintenance of a complete res- 
taurant equipment in every home 
seems a needless waste. People who 
live in city apartment houses learn to 
adjust themselves to the regimen of a 
cafe, and enjoy the freedom from do- 
mestic cares. 

Perhaps the idea will spread into 
many neighborhoods of individual 
houses. Gangs of cleaners could 
come around at fixed hours to put 
houses to rights. These are mys- 
teries beyond the knowledge of the 
average man. On the fate of it the 
co-operative kitchen idea looks good. 
The experiment referred to above will 
be watched with interest.

A SALUTARY LESSON,

| Tactical Retreat of. Czar’s Forces 
Leads invaders Into Same Trap 
Which Has Previously Kept War- 
' 8aw From Falling Into Their Grasp 
—Kaiser’s Troops, ‘Flushed (With 
Victory at Lodz, Meet With Unex- 
pected Attacks [In Which Their

London, Dec. 12.—In a ‘battle last- 
Ing two days that extended across Po- 
land from the East Prussian border on 
the north to Cracow on the south, the 
Russian forces of Grand Duke Nicho- 
las have defeated three out of the five 
German columns that were concen- 
trating upon Warsaw. 

Since the ‘occupation of Lodz by 
the Germans last Sunday there has 
been an almost superhuman reorgani- 
zation of the Russian army on the 
centre, and reinforcements that were 
held back of Warsaw have been hur- 
ried to the front to fill gaps in the 
long battle lime caused by the disaster 
of Lodz. 

The Germans, on the other hand, 
had already hurried forward immense 
masses of new troops: that had been 
brought from Belgium and hastily. cal- 
lected..from other parts of the gem- 
pire. These, having béen distributed 
along the East Prussian and Silesian 
trontiers by the system of strategic 
railways that forms part of the great 
German war machine, were divided 
into tive armies, which were set in 
‘motion toward Warsaw in conjunc- 
tion with the forces alréady ‘in Poland 
at Field Marshal von Hindenberg’s 
disposal. 

Walks Into Russian Trap 

The tirst advanced from Mlawa, on 
the East Prussian border, and was re- 
ported yesterday.as having got with- 
in fifteen miles of Warsaw. The sec- 
ond, comprising the main German 
centre, hurried down diagonally from 
Thorn and had its front between Lodz 
and Eowicz. The third was operat- 
ing in the vicinity of Piotrkow, the 
fourth advancing: from Czenstocohwa, 
and the fifth, dm which there was a 
Jarge, admixtyre ;of Austrians, had 
been trying to out-flank the Russian 
left south of Cracow, in the vicinity 
of Bochnia. 7 
- “It had been filly realized by all the 
military critcs' in London that a 
serious check to any one of these col- 
umns would mean the demoralization 
of the German campaign to envelop 
Warsaw. ‘The fact that three of them 
have been defeated is taken to mean 
that once more the Germans have 
“fallen for” the Russians’ policy of 
tactical retreat, and, encouraged by

Russians Chasing Germans 

The defeat of the first column, that 
coming from Mlawa on the north, 
seems to have been characterized by 
hard fighting, according to the Petro- 
grad Official report, which says that 
the Germans, after an energetic af- 
tensive, were repulsed. The Rus- 
sian troops: then took the offensive 
and gave chase to the German col- 
umns, which, in some places, re- 
treated in disorder. 

This conventional language, coming’ 
from the Russian staff, which is the 
most conservative of any of the hel- 
ligerents, probably covers a victory of 
great proportions. The German. 
troops of the Miawa column contained 
many of the forces which until re-' 
cently have beem opposing the Rus- 
Bian advance inthe vicinity of the 
Mazurian lakes in East Prussia, and’ 
were hardened veterans who would: 
hot hesitate to put up a stiff fight.

Another furious battle was fought 
on the Lodz-Lowicz line, where the 
Russian centre was engaged with the 
flower of the German army.

The statement of Professor Bliss 
Perry of Harvard regarding the’ lack 
of restraint among college-bred men 
is a significant criticism of higher’ ed- 
ucation. Professor Perry says that 
since the war broke out the college- 
bred men have shown as much lack of 
logic and restraint as the man in the 
street. Racial jealousies and differ- 
ences have been demonstrated in the 
class room. One fear for the highly 
cultured man is that he will cease to 
care ardently about anything, that 
his very habit of speculation, his re- 
finement of life, will take from him 
the dominating force of the aggressor. 
If Professor Perry's observation re- 
flects the attitude of the average col- 
lege-bred man, there seems less dan- 
ger in his loss of vital concern than in 
his fidelity to the abstract truths he 
has embraced. Restraint is a valu- 
able thing when it holds in check ir- 
rational prejudices. It becomes a 
paralyzing element when there is no 
corresponding enthusiasm for the 
broader and more inclusive ideas 
which education is intended to incul- 
cate. But it loses its traditional sig- 
nificance when it keeps a man logical 
only in the realm of detached thought 
and allows him to remain a primitive 
in his emotion as applied to the con- 
crete, immediate incidents of his life. 
One great problem of higher training 
is that of maintaining a sane and logi- 
cally directed enthusiasm that is at 
he same time practical and concrete. 
The war is an immediate opportunity 
for the exercise of such a capacity for 
judgment. If our college-trained men 
are failing to measure up to the occa- 
sion, it is one of the most telling illus- 
trations of a lack of balance. It in- 
dicates inconsistency in intellectual 
repose. It suggests that the element 
of retraint have been applied only to 
the abstract, speculative realm of 
thought, and that the enthusiasm 
which ought ta make these higher de- 
ductions vital is really being dissipat- 
ed in the most elemental avenues of 
emotional prejudice.—Haverhill Gaz- 
ette.

SAYS HE: FEIGNED  INSAKITY 


Places Himeeif tn Class of Heroes by 
Protecting His Friend at Trials For 
Killing Anna Aumuller—Letter to 
Be Used by Prosecution lo Oppos- 
ing New Trial 


New York, Déc. 14.—“Just a com- 
mon squealer,” fs the’ description 
the onetime — priest 
conyicted of the murder of Anna Au- 
muller, gives of himself as he sits 
in the death house in Sihg Sing 
prison, according toa letter written by 
himself and which is filed with the 
court by Assistant District ‘Attorney 
Delehanty In opposition to ‘the plea 
of the convicted man for a new trial. 

Of the many strange stories told by 
Schmidt those which are embodied in 
his fight for a ‘néw trial are perhaps 
the strangest of all. Schmidt now 
says: he feigned insanity in order to 
protect his friend, Dr. Ernest Muret, 
a dentist, now in the federal peni- 
téentiary in Atlanta, convicted of 
counterfeiting. 

'Thesé features are embodidd in the 
Alphdnse 4G. 
Koelble, uttorney for Schmidt, in 
making a plea for a new trial in the 
Supreme court. The attorney made 
the rather startling statement to the 
effect that Anna Aumuller did not die 
at the hands of Schmidt, but in real- 
ity as the result of a criminal opera- 
tion. 

Schmidt; when afrested; tmade a 
confession of his guilt to the police 
officers. It was used against him at 
his two trials. Concerning this con- 
fession Schmidt says: 

“In all the ignominy which i heaped 
tipo myself during’ the first trials

Austria now admits her defeat. 
officia] statement sent out from Vien- 
na,-before the recapture of Belgrade 
Was khown, makes the candid confes- 
sion that the campaign in Servia has | 
completely collapsed. It declares that 
the triumphant march of the Austrian 
forces in a southeasterly direction 
from the Drina river, which had been 
formerly heralded as a succéssion ot 
victories, was halted southeast of 
Valjevo by superior forces of the 
Servians. : 

Not only was the advancé cltecked, 
but thé Austrians were forced to make 
a general retreat, after their troops 
had, in the words of the Official re- 
port, “for many-weeks fought obsti- 
nately and brilijantly, but with many 
losses.” 

Not only on the Danube, but ‘also 
on the Drina have the Austrians been 
driven from Servian soil. The valiant 
little army of the Montenegrins, 
which had been reduced one-third by 
war losses, according to a statement 
of King Nicholas a. short time aga, 
after a two-days’ battle outside of 
Visnegrad, on the Bosnian-Servian 
frontier, has completely routed the 
Austrians and driven them to the Bos- 
nian side of the Drina. This would 
seem to complete the expulsion of 
the Austrians from Servian soil, ex- 
cept for possible wandering detach- 
ments that may be south of the Dan- 
ube, several miles east of Belgrade: 

Austria to Take New Tack 

An indication that the Austrians 
will now take the defensive is con- 
tained in the official statement that “a 
new decision and measures wil! con- 
sequently be taken which will serve to 
repel the enemy. 

One cause of the Austrian disaster 
in the Balkans is probably the fact 
that large numbers of troops were 
withdrawn from Servia to meet the 
Russian peril on the Hungarian fron- 
tier. That masses of Austrian rein- 
forcementS have been hurried to the 
Galician border is noted in an offi- 
cial statement from the Russian gen- 
eral staff, which says that Austfian 
columns are to be seen coming down 
the northern slope of the Carpathian 
mountains im the region of Mt. 
Duekla.

SENSATIONAL NAVAL FEAT 


Submarine Dives. Under Mines and 
Torpedoes Turkish Warship 

A communication issued by the 
British official burean announced that 
the Turkish battleship Méssudieh had 
neen torpedoed by a British subma- 
rine. The official bureau’s statement 
is as follows: 

“Submarine B11, in charge of 
Lieutenant Commander Holbrook ot 
the royal navy, entered the Darda- 
nelles and in spite of the difficult cur- 
rent dived under five rows of mines 
and torpedoed the Turkish battleship 
Messiidieh, whith was guatding the 
mine fields. 

“Although ‘pursied by gunfire and 
torpedo boats the B 11 returned safe- 
ly after being submerged, om one oc- 
easion, for nine. hours. 

“When last seen he Messudieh was 
sinking by the stern.’

Options On Several Buildings For 


Drill Halls. 


Col. Warren E, Sweetser of the 6th 
Mass. Regt. 'M. V. M. announced this 
morning that the formation of a mili- 
tary company in Quincy was being 
considered and that men had been 
here the past week and secured op- 
tions on buildings that could be used 
for drill purposes. 

The matter has been thoroughly 
discussed with men prominent in mili- 
tary affairs throughout the state and 
also in this city and according to Col. 
Sveetser, all that remains to launch 
the proposition is the approval of Adj. 
Gen. Cole who is now out, of the state 
but will return within a few days. 
to be formed 
will be a machine gun squad and will 
in conformance with the new law re- 
quiring that such companies 
be attached to the state militia 

This extension means the addition 
of four guns to the equipment of a 
regiment and 50 men needed to oper- 
ate same. The company is to 
known as a machine gun squad. 

Col. Sweetser, although unknown 
to many, has been a resident of Wol- 
laston for some years and is associat- 
ed with the A. T. Stearns Lumber Co. 
He js firmly convinced 
such a project would be well received 
in Quincy inasmuch as it is the only 
city its size in the state which lacks 
a military company.

? the members elected yearly, has 
worked a wonderful improvement in 
the political life of Boston. The im- 
portant thing to be noted is the ab- 
sence of ward representation. The 
nine members represent the whole 

v, not the 17 wards. Of course this 
never pleased the politicians. The 
power of the Czar of Ward 8, for ex- 
emple, received a stunning blow with 
the obliterating of ward lines. He 
and others have tried again and again 
to induce the people to return to the 
good, old boss-ridden charter. The 
people, however, thought things were 
going rather well as they were, and a 
few weeks ago they delivered the lat- 
est in the series of defeats adminis- 
tered to Lomasney and his ilk when 
those gentlemen try to tinker with the 
charter. Boston is well satisfied with 
ts small city council. 

Quincy might well take a lesson 
from Bostons experience. Cur pres- 
ent council is too large and unwieldy. 
Ward representation, with many of its 
drawbacks, is in evidence. The men 
we want in the city council are men 
big enough to be sent there by the 
votes of the whole city. The men we 
do not want there are men coming 
from Ward so-and-so caring nothing 
for the city as a whole caring every- 
thing for that particular ward and its 
people. Such men aim to please their 
constituents with improved and new 
streets sidewalks, schoolhouses and 
the rest, “Log Rolling,” a source of 
such tremendous waste in cities, 
states and nation, can scarcely be ab- 
sent when such a state of affairs ex- 
ists.

THE PASSING OF WOODEN CARS. 


{Not very long ago it was threatened 
by various public utilities commis- 
sions that legislation, calling for steel 
cars on the steam railroads, would be 
demanded, but today no such step is 
being pressed. At present practically 
no wooden cars are being constructed 
for the steam railroads, partly because 
of the fact that wood is expensive and 
steel is more serviceable, and partly 
because the railroad do not care to 
be subjected to more stringent laws. 
If more of our evils could be done 
away in a like manner the public 
would profit. But the recent accidents 
in the New York subways make the 
fact plain that the subway lines of 
New York have not kept in touch with 
mofern progress ,in car construction; 
only last week a‘fire resulted in a 
New York subway through the use of 
wooden cars. For the public safety 
it is necessary that this unsafe condi- 
tion be remedied. And it would be 
mutually beneficial to the public and 
the corporations if the responsible 
corporation would voluntarily remedy 
the evil so that the danger of a repe- 
tition of such accidents would be 
sreatly minimized. ,

"Both Secretary Garrison and Secre- 
tary Daniels made it clear that, the 
delay in acting on the request of Goe- 
thals for two destroyers was due to 
a lack of information. Garrison ex- 
plained that Goethals had sent two 
messages, one asking for the de- 
Stroyers without specifying the pur- 
pose of their use. 

In reply to a message of inquiry on 
the latter point Goethals explained 
that the wireless regulations were be- 
ing violated in canal waters, and re- 
terred to the misuse of the canal zone 
as a base of supplies. 

‘he war department again asked 
for specitic instances of what had oc- 
curred, but no further igformation 
has been received. Ona fuli ex- 
planation of conditions in the canal 
zone depend exactly what action will 
be taken and under what departmental 
jurisdiction. 

If the canal zone is being used as a 
base of supplies, Goethals will be in- 
structed to use his land forces to pre- 
vent such violations. Should it de- 
velop that the wireless is being used 
within territorial waters the navy de- 
partment will ask for an explanation 
froin its naval officers, as the ques- 
tion of wireless regulation was placed 
by executive order of President Wil- 
son on Aug. 5 in the hands of the! 
navy department for enforcement, ; 
and Goetbals, according to war de- 
partment officials, has no authority 
cver the radio situation, whatsoever. 

“Whatever is necessary to be 
done,” said Daniels, “to carry out the 
executive order of the president with 
reference to the radio communication 
will be done. A telegram from the 
radio officer at the canal zone shows 


that he is on the job. He says: 


“Destroyers or other ships will be 
sent to the canal zone at any moment 
when needed to prevent the use of 
radio for any unneutral act by ships 
of any belligerent nation.”

Basement at Wardwell’s 


A bad fire in the basement of the 
Werdwell bowling alleys, gave the 
firemen a hard fight early this morn- 
ing and caused a toss of about $1000, 

The fire evidently started from a 
cigarette butt in a simail room in 
which the employees at the alleys 
keep their clothing. 

It was about 1243 A. M. 
Officer Canavan sa'v smoke coming 
from the building and sounded an 
alarm from Box 22, known as the dan- 
ger box of the city, which aside from 
bringing the apparatus from the cen- 
tral station caHs out the apparatus at 
Quincy Point and Whllaston. When 
the apparatus arrived on the scene 
great volumes of smoke were pouring 
out of the basement. 

It was with difficr!ty that the fire- 
men were enabled to fight their way 
into the basement and even then it 
was impossible for them to do much 
until the zine sheathing had been torn 
off. So srffocating were the fumes 
from the burning zine that several 
times the firemen had to be relieved. 
Chief Billings was driven out several 
times. 

The fire did not reach ihe alleys 
but was confined to one corner. Some 
of the woodwork near the alleys was 
scorched, however, and smoke pene- 
trated into some. of the other stores.

Washington, Dec. 17.—-General Huge 
Scott, chief of staff of the army, was 
ordered to Naco,. Ariz., by Seeretary 
of War Garrison, to take charge of 
the situation there, which has become 
critical. General Scott left last might 
and will reach Naco. Saturday after- 
noon. \ : 

It is not intended that Scatt will 
supersede General Bliss, in com™aad 
of the United States troops on ‘he 
border. He will go rather as an emis- 
sary to the Mexican factions. 

Garrison issued this statement in 
connection with ordering Scott-to Me 
border: ‘ 

“By reason of the personal acquaint- 
ance acquired with the different fac- 
tions while he was stationed on the 
border, General Scott has been sent 
to Naco. This is done in the hope he 
may be able, by réason of the knowl- 
edgé and acquaintances acquired, te 
induce the warring factions on the 
Mexican side of the line to desist from 
imperilling persons and property en 
our side. General Bliss has pointsd 
out to us the possibility of utilizing 
General Scott’s knowledge and expert- 
ence in this way.” F 

Scott is a close personal friend ¢t 
Villa as wel] as many other Mexican 
leaders, and he will go to Naco, it‘is 
understood, as a sort Of emissary in a 
final attempt to prevent conditions 
which, if they continue, now seem 
certain to result in an armed clash. 

Word from Gajveston to the war 
department was to the effect that the 
new troops ordered to Naco have 
Started on their way to Navo. Some 
delay was experienced in gathering 
proper equipment for the expedition. 

With additional troops due ai Nacv 
on Saturday, the “show down” there 
can be expected almost immediately 
thereafter. The United States has 
not changed its position. Unless the 
firing across the border stops it will 
be returned.

_According to an old German tradi- | 
tion, St, Wilfred gets the credit Of 
transforming the trée worship of the 
savage Tentons to a Christian cere- 
‘mony. It was about the year 725 that 
he led a party of priests into central 
Germany for the conversion of the 
} worshipers of the god Thor. Prince 
. Gregor, the grandson of a king, was 
! with him, having been intrusted to his 
care by the abbess of the cloister 
Phazel, On Christivias eve they were 
fighting their way through the snow 
of the forest when they ciume upon the 
heathen tribe at Geismar. They were 
‘assembled under the thunder oak, sym- 
bolic of the power of Thor, and were 
prepared to offer up sacrifice. The 

white haired priest of the heathens 
had chosen thé young son of the chief 
as ‘the fairest possession of the tribe, 

and he was to be offered, for the god 

Was Very dligry Aud needéd the utmost 
atonement. 

; As the veterable priest raised his 
stone hatchet on high and brought it 
down to kill the boy, who wis ready 
and prepared for the stroke, Wilfred 
appeared and warded off the blow with 
his staff. The people were gratiiied at 
his saving their favorite and allowed 
him speech, and he gave them the 
creed of the Christians. Then le and 
Prince Gregor took their axes and cut 
down the thunder oak. As it was 
ready to fall the lightning came and 
ee tilt it in many parts, and it fell asun- 
der. The waiting tribe then beheld in 
its place a slender fir tree, green and 
sparkling atid odorous. Wilfred bade 
the tribesmen to bear this tree to the 
hall of Grundhar, the chieftain, to 
there assemble ubout it and make nicr- 
ry. About this first Christmas tree the 
wild men of the woods tirst heard the 
tale of the shepherd boy and the fields 
of Judah, and it gripped their sturdy 
hearts. The tribes became Christian 
and ever after used the fir tree as 2 
token of the day of Christ’s birth.

London, Dec. 18.—Thére is no in- | 


dication in the news dispatches from 
the east that the Germans have won 
anything like a “decisive” victory over 
the Russiang west of Warsaw. 

That the Russians have retreated 
there can be little doubt, and the 
Germans are now nearer Warsaw than 
at any time since the war started. 
But the Russians have made similar 
retreats before, and in each instance 
it hag proved disastrous to the Ger- 
mans. 

lt is unquestioned that the kaiser is 
making oné of the most strenuous ef- 
forts of his life in the present ad- 
vance on Warsaw. 
the occupation of Lodz, which was 
half a defeat, thousands of German 
reinforcements were poured down the 
river Vistula, and it is estimated that 
von Hindenberg’s army, which Ber- 
lin believes has just won a glorious 
victory, comprises 750,000 men. 
These moved so rapidly that they 
forced the withdrawal of the Russian 
force of probably 300,000. 

The official organ of the Russian 
army, the Army Messenger, sum- 
marizes the situation as follows: 

“Persistent attacks by great masses 
of German troops have compelled a 
regrouping of an army west of War- 
saw. The enemy is suffering heavy 
losses in his offensive against the 
Kazunpolski - Toresin - Skierniewice 
front, where an artillery is repulsing 
his massed attacks.”

‘Mrs, Gobb Is Granted Pardon 


After Thirty-Fle Years 


rt POISONED. HE HER HUSBAND

Wesley, Bishop, whe at i ili, His Wife

‘Wed, Died Two Years Ago—Couple 
Sentenced to Life ‘Unviprisonmept 
For Sensational Crimes 


Hartford, Dec. 19.—Mrs.: Kate 
Lobb Of Norwich, who has been con- 
fined in the state prison at Wethers- 
field for*nearly thirty-six years, for 
the murder of her husband, was 
granted a pardon by the state board 
of pardons. She was sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

The granting of a pardon to Mrs. 
Lobb, who is now 66 years old, recalls 
one of the most sensational crimes in 
the annals of Connecticut courts. Her 
busband, Charles Cobb, was tax col- 
lector of the city of Norwich. He 
was found dead in January, 1879. 
Soon afterwards, Mrs. Wesley Bish- | 
op, a member of a prominent Norwich 
family, also died suddenly. Both 
families were intimate. 

The coroner’s inquest showed that 
both Cobb and Mrs. Bishop had died 
of poisoning, under suspicious cir- 
cumstances. Mrs. Cobb and Bishop 
were arrested, and it developed in the 
evidence, @iter a remarkable trial, 
that the two had planned separate 
murders, in order that they might be 
free to marry. 

The evidence, however, Was most- 
ly circumstantial, and it was not un- 
til Bishop had turned state’s evidence” 
that the motive and details were 
brought out. Both were sentenced to 
life imprisonment. Bishop died in 
prison two years ago. Although they 
were contined in separate cells, not 
many hundred feet apart, the two 
never saw each other from the day 
they were sentenced. 

It is said Bishop had requested that 
he might see Mrs. Cobb before he 
died, but she declined to see him. 

Mrs. Cobb petitioned the board of 
pardons six different times for clem- 
Her last petition said: “She 
dces not ask release for herself alone, | 
as she has lost all that life holds dear, | 
but, forthe sake of her children and 
their offspring, she wishes to pass the 
remainder of her life with them, and 
Spare them the disgrace of dying in 
here.” 

Mrs. Cobb, although confined in 
prison for more than half her life, 
still preserves many traces of the | 
beauty for’ which she was noted when 
she lived in Norwich. She has two 
ehildren living.

The Petrograd report also tells of

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THE YALUE OF COLD STORAGE. 

The true function of cold storage 
does not always appear to be fully 
understood. ‘Cold storage eggs are 
sometimes thought of not only as 
inferior to the @resh article but actu- 
ally as something disreputable, some- 
thing without real food value which 
is foisted upon the innocent public 
by unscrupulous dealers for mer- 
cenary ends. Cold storage is fre- 
quently looked as an invention of 
financiers who wish to juggle with 
the egg market. All this is mis- 
leading, although like all delusions 
it contains a grain of truth. 

As a matter of fact the invention of 
the cold storage system was a beon 
to humanity. Rightly used therg are 
great possibilities for service in the 
cold storage plant. ‘That there are 
abuses constitutes no reason why the 
whole system should be cursed and 
reviled. 

At a Congressional hearing in Wash- 
ington Saturday Dr. Mary E. Penning- 
ton of the federal bureau of chemistry 
pointed out that eggs and poultry 
ff properly handled could be kept in 
cold storage a sufficient length of 
time to overcome seasonable scarcity 
of supply, without any deterioration 
of their food value. Cold storage 
used in this manner tends to prevent, 
rather than to aid, cornering the 
egg market and other features of 
financial legerdemain.

MAKING NEUTRALITY EFFECTIVE 

The governments of Sweden, Nor- 
way, and Denmark have shown good 
sense in forming a union for the 
preservation of neutrality in the 
present war. ‘The international cur- 
rents and cross-currents are so com- 
plicated that a weak European nation 
stands in grave danger of becoming 
actively involved. King Gustave of 
Sweden is an intelligent man even if 
he does happen to be a king, and he 
brought the situation to the consid- 
» eration of the rulers of the two 
other countries. A conference was 
held and the three kings agreed upon 
a line of policy to be pursued jointly 
until the close of the present war. 
This policy has been ratified by the 
several governments. ‘The exact de- 
tails of the agreement have not been 
divulged, but it is well known that 
the general agreement was for the 
maintenance of neutrality through- 
out the war. Singly Sweden, Nor- 
way, and Denmark would not cut 
much figure in world politics, especi- 
ally when a great war was in pro- 
gress. United, however, they bring 
into being a force which none of the 
warring powdrs can afford to treat 
with impunity.

Reported to Be Near Outbreak 


London, Dec, 22.—Magsed attacks 
by the allied British, French and, Bel- 
gian troops broke the strongly en- 
trenched German lines at many points 
Monday. More progress was made by 
the allies in beating back their oppon- 
ents into Belgium than at any time 
since the Germans took up their posi- 
| tion of defense after the retreat from 
the Marne. 

Now that the allied. offensive is 
gaining momentum and is powerfully 
supported by the new Creusot batter- 
fes the French have breught into the 
field, the Germans are being driven 
trom their first and second trenches 
in district after district, along a front 
of 200 miles. The concerted plan of 
General French and General Joffre for 
a steady, continuous pressure along 
the entire German tront is showing 
decisive results. 

Such advances as the British and 
French have made in the past few 
days represent to the average public 
only a few hundred yards, but the 


the captured lines are extraordinarily 
strong-and prepared with the scien- 
(tific thoroughness characteristic of the 
| German flelay works. 

Not only this, but each capture is 
taiowed up with such vigor that the 
retreating Germans are not given time 
to dig themselves in at once, but are 
kept on the move. The ultimate re- 
sult of such action must be the driv- 
ing of them back to the permanently 
fortified places, as Antwerp and Brus- 
jfels, where they are prepared to 
|spend the winter. 

Invaders Being Uprooted 

Gains have been made by the allies 
with remarkable regularity during the 
past ten days, and the only conclusion 
to be drawn from the official reports 
is that the Germans are slowly but 
surely being uprocted in Flanders, in 
northern France, along the Cham- 
jpagne hills;and in the Argoune. iIn- 
jfantry battles and artillery duels are 
in almost every instance turning to 
the advantage of the allies.

This move- 
ment threatens to take von Hinden- 
bereg’s main army on the left flank and 
cut off its communication with its base 
at Thorn. 

This movement; if successful, will 
seriously threaten the German pos- 
session of the East Prussian system of 
ratiways. 

In the past two days the success ot 
the Russian armies in the north has 
awakened the Germans to the peril of 
Thorn. Von Hindenberg’s army now 
has a powerful force of Russians in 
its rear, and if the czar’s troops can 
push the Germans westward from 
Warsaw, they. will find themselves be- 
tween closing millstones. 

The Russian line in front of Cra- 
cow still olds Miechow, which is 
about twenty miles northwest of the 
ancient capital, and the line curves 
in a ‘southwesterly direction into 
western Galicia and holds the rivet 
Dunajee. 

All that the Austrians claim offi- 
Cially is that the Russians*have not 
yet been able to break through the 
Austro-German line on the Dunajee, 
which has been trying to relieve the 
pressure on Cracow.

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WINDS THAT WHISTLE. 


The Sounds Come Only When the Air 
Waves Meet Resistance. 

Did’ you ever notice that although 
you may feel the force of the wind 
when you are out in it, you do not hear 
it whistle unless you are close to a 
building? ‘This is because the sound Is 
produced according to the same prin- 
ciples as apply to the production of the 
tones of a pipe-orgun or any iysteu- 
ment on whith the tones are produced 
by Mowing. "2" ss 

In order to. make* the whistling 
sounds we hear from the wind it’ fs 
necessary for it to blow against some- 
thing. That is why we hear it when we 
kre in the house or some other building. 

The whistling is caused by the wind 
blowing past the sharp edge of some 
obstacle in its path or finding its way 
through small openings offering some 
sharp edged resistance. 

‘If you blow through a long tube or 
pipe you will produce no sound, but if 
there is an opening with a sharp edge 
near the end where you blow the blow- 
jug will Cause a distinct sound. It is on 
this principle that all small whistles, 
organ pipes and wind instruments of 
un orchestra are made. 

Another way in which the wind pro- 
duces sounds is by blowing against ob- 
Jects which yibrate. A curious in- 
stance of this is the humming volume 
of sound produced by the wind blow- 
ing threugh a group of telegraph wires 
and which may be noted, even when 
there is not a great force of wind, by 
placing Uhe ear against a telegraph pole. 
—Boston Herald. 


THE “FORLORN HOPE.” 


Rea! Meaning of a Misused Term In the 
Vocabulary of War. 

In the tales of every war one hears 
a great deal about “forlorn hopes.” 
The term is one of the most misused in 
the vucabulary of war. It is common. 
ly understood to mean a desperate ven- 
ture. It really means “lost troop”’— 
that is, “detached troop.” 

The word “hope” in the phrase is not 
aa English but a Dutch word, “hoop” 
meaning literally “heap” and second- 
arily body of troops. - The word “for- 
lorn” represents the Dutch “verloren” 
—lost A “verloren hoop” was a de 
tached body of troops thrown out in 
front of the main line of battle to find 
the enemy and engage them first, This 
Was the regular sixteenth and seven- 
teenth century practice, and, though it 
was one of the more dangerous kinds 
of service, it was not desperate or, in 
the English sense, forlorn. 

Nowadays much the same work is 
done by the detached bodies of cavalry 
which are thrown out before the main 
line of battle without communications 
or supplies to find the enemy. “Capit 
ulation” is another term of war which 
is yery loosely used. It does not mean 
surrender, but surrender on terms. In 
fact, it means the terms, not the sur- 
render. it is from the Latin “capitu- 
lum,” or “heading” (from which is de 
yived our word “chapter’”), and a capit- 
ulntion is a forma! treaty of surrender 
drawn up under a series of headings 
or chapters embodying the terms on 
each point—Manchester Guardian. 


Teakwood. 

The fact that teakwood is coarse 
grained, greasy to the touch and pos- 
sesses an uffeusive odor kept it in dis- 
repute with English shipbuilders until 
1897, when British shipbuilding and 
railway interests began to recognize 
the value of Indinn*teak. During the 
next seven years all the shipbuilding 
countries In the world joined in an 
ever increasing demand for this tim- 
ber until its prices were forced up to 
a figure mucb beyond their normal 
mites. It has practically become the 
sinple of the local wood industry for 
the greater part of the entire Indian 
continent. Teak is being freely, plant- 
ed by the Indian forestry service in 
thé important civil stations all over 
(India, even us far north as Sabaran- 
pur, Debra Dun and Lahore.—Argo- 
naut.

Mayor Whiton then presented a 
wreath in behalf of the city, and in 
doing so said: “It seems fitting not to 
let this occasion pass without the 
City of Quin¢y adding its tribute to 
the memory of John Quincy Adams. 
“There is indeed little I can say that 
wil. further honor this patriot whom 
this tablet represents. At the Treaty 
of Ghent the service he did his coun- 
try will be everlasting. He not only 
acquired territorial rights and pro- 
tection for American seamen, but he 
established in that treaty a far more 
valuable asset, the establishing of 
peace between the two great English 
speaking nations which has lasted for 
one hundred years. God grant that it 
may continue until eternity.

The 
shadow of the hund er pencil or both 
is thrown on the puper in such a way 
as partly to cover the characters one* 
ts making. This necessitates a closer 
| Viewpoint and a conscious strain on 
| the eyes: ¢ 

Now let the position of the writer be 
reversed so that the light falls on the 
work from the left side. He will no- 
tice that the shadews fall away from 
the work he is doing and leaves the 
| field unobscured. In making the 
change he cannot help but notice the 
feeling of éase that immediately is ex- 
perienced by the eyes. 
| ‘This applies to any other kind of 
near work in which the fingers work 
under the guidance of the eyes. This 
| fact should be remembered in plan-

and any places where steady close 
work is to be performed.—Journal of 
the American Medical Association.

| Why Crime Is Rare Among the Caribs 
of South America. 

In the whole wide world there is not 
| a class of people to be found who in- 
flict severer punshment upon them- 
i Selves than 
America, 

Their religion, which is one of the 
most peculiar kind, demands self pun- 
ishment for sins intentionally or unin- 

tentionally committed. The punish- 
} ment takes the form of starvation and 
close confinement. 

If the sin be in the form of a He, no 
matter whether it is calculated to in- 
jure another or not, the sinner goes 
without either food or drink for three 
days, at the end of which it is believed 
| that the offender has paid the penalty 

for his or her sin. Blaspheming and 
| using bad language are punishable by 
ubsolute starvation for two days. As- 
sault, drunkenness and other serious 
sins call for four days’ starvation for 
one week, three days’ starvation for 
the second week, two days’ starvation 
for the third week and one day’s star- 
tation in the fourth week. 

All sins are punished with starva- 
tion. For that reason crime is very 
low. among the Caribs, who are among 
the best behaved and most truthful 
people in the world.—London Tele 
graph.

The primitive competition of em- 
ployer against employer is a childish 
game compared with the modern com- 
petition of manager against manager 
checked up every month by cold sta- 
tistics of cost. Under this system 
managers go down like ten pins or up 
like Schwab. They hire and fire their 
employees, promote and derate their 
subordinates with the precision of 
rapid fire guns. Under their exact 
system of costs they measure a» man 
as they do coal, iron and_ kilowatts, 
and labor becomes literally what it 
has been by analogy a commodity.

Another more probable explanation 
of the damage done to kelp is that it 
{s due to the enormous masses of pum- 
ice from the volcanoes. 

This pumice, it is thought, covers the 
rocks so that the kelp and other ma- 
rine plants find it impossible to cling 
to them. or it may be that It is the 
grinding effect produced on this great 
mass of rough stone by the constant 
movement of the tides and waves 
which crushes out the water's vege 
table life.—New York American. 


BRAZIL NUT TREES. 


They Do Not Bear Fruit Until They 
Are Fifty Years Old. 

In this country ‘Krazil nuts are al- 
most as well known us walnuts, yet 
few know the manner of their growth 
and the steps taken In their collection 
and marketing. The tree itself is the 


most majestic in the valley of the Ama- | 


zon, where ijt attains a height ranging 
from @fty to a hundred feet. Gener- 
ally several hundred trees are found in 
a group. The contro! of the best pro- 
ducing districts long ago passed to pri- 
vate individuals; hence the natives are 
not free to pick and sell the nuts at 
will 

The Brazil nut tree does not begin to 
bear fruit until it attains the age of 
fifty years or thereabouts and contin- 
Ues te produce crops intermittently al- 
Moxt fovever. At least trees known to 
be lamdreds of years old have pro- 
duced crops, The pods in which the 
nuts are contuined drop in November 
and December. 

_ These pods are very hard and weigh 
several pounds, consequently the trees 
are studiousiy avoided during the pe- 
riod in which the pods are dropping 
since it would be extremely hazardous 
for the gatherers to expose themselves 
te the danger of having the pods fall 
‘1 them frem such a great betght

UPON BRITAIN’ 


ymprovement in Treatment of 
American Ships Demanded 


APPLIES TO ALL ENTENTE 


Commerce ninioc ss ks by Unwarranted | 


Activity of British Fleet Despite 
Emphatic Protests—Rights of Amer- 
ican Citizens infringed Under Laws 
of Nations—Salisbury Opinion Cited 
Washington, Dec. 29.—The United 


States government dispatched a icng 
note to Great Britain insisting upon an 


early improvement in the treatment of | 


American commerce by the British 
fleet It gave warning that much 
feeling had. beeg aroused in this 
country, and that public criticism was 
general over unwarranted interfer- 
ence with the legitimate foreign trade 
of the United States. 

The document, constituting the 
strongest representation on this sub- 
ject made by the United States to any 
of the belligerents since thg outbreak 
of the war, was cabled to Ambassa- 
dor Page, to be presented formally to 
Sir Edward Grey, the English for- 
eign secretary. Its preparation was 
begun a month ago by Solicitor John- 
son, Counselor Lansing and Secre- 
tary Bryan and finally had the per- 
sonal attention of President Wilson, 
who revised its phraseology with 
minute care. 

As the detailed point of view of the 
United States, in numerous specific 
cases of detentions and seizures of 
eargoes, had been set forth in a 
series of emphatic protests, most of 
which have gone unheeded, the com- 
munication was couched in general 
terms covering the entire subject of 
the relations between the United 
States and Great Britain, as affected 
by the latter’s naval policy, consid- 
ered highly objectionable by this gov- 
ernment. 

The note declares 
the representations 
friendly spirit, but 
States considers it best to speak in 
terms of frankness, lest silence be 
construed as an acquiescence in a pol- 
icy on the part of Great Britain which 
infringed the rights of American citi- 
zens under the laws of nations. 

Since France has adopted practi- 
cally the same decree on contraband 
as has Great Britain, the note is vir- 
tually a statement intended for all 
the members of the triple entente. 

The document points out that com- 
plaints on every side and public criti- 
cism in the United States hold the 
British policy as directly responsible 
for the depression in many American 
industries, a situation the seriousness 
of which must be apparent to Great 
Britain. 

Reimbursement alone for cargoes 
unlawfully detained or seized, it 
states, does not remedy the evil, as 
the. chief difficulty is the moral effect 
of British practice on American ex- 
porters, who are restrained by it from 
taking risks or hazards, which in no 
case ought to surround legitimate 
trade between the United States and 
other neutral countries. 

American Feeling Aroused 

Feeling has been aroused on the 
Subject to such an extent, the com- 
munication adds, that the American 
government feels compelled to ask for 
Gefinite information as to Great Brit- 
ains attitude, in order that it may 
take such measures as will protect 
American citizens in their rights. 

The American government declares 
that the British fleets have been re- 
garding absolute and ccnditional con- 
traband as in the same class, where- 
as, international law makes a clear 
distinction between these two classes 
of contraband. 

The American note, mentioning 
here that foodstuffs are conditional 
contraband, since they may be destined 
for the use of a civil population as 
wel] ag an army, says the United 
States is in entire agreement with the 
doctrine expressed by Lord Salisbury, 
British foreign secretary, in his cor- 
respondence with the Washington gov- 
ernment: concerning the shipment of 
foodstuffs to the Transvaal during the 
Boer war in South Africa. Salisbury 
wrote then: 

“Foodstuffs, with a hostile destina- 
tion, can be considered contraband of 
war only if they are supplies for the

New Danger -siikes Terror Jn- 
to Soldiers.

RUSSIAN OFFICER'S ESCAPE | 


Disabled, He Lay at Night With Py 


Dreadful Howling Inclosing Him, 
Coming Nearer and Nearer—When 
Beasts Seemed About to Attack Him 
They Suddenly Went Elsewhere. 


The presence of the wolf as a new 
terror on the battlefields of East Prus- 
sia and Poland is described in a letter 
sent by a Russian officer to a Petrograd 
newspaper. 

Wounded in an engagement which 
had driven the Gerimans from their 
trenches, be found himself later to be 
the only living soul left on the field of 
dead. Pulling himself together and 
leaning on his sword he walked as best 
he could toward the supposed shelter 
of his comrades in the woods. 

“Just as I reached the edge of the 
wood,” he says, “I stopped in terror. 
From the distance there came the 
howling of a wolf. It sounded un- 
uiterably melancholy and dreadful in 
the still autumn night. Another solf 
answered in the same long drawn, dis- 
mal note. The howling drew uearer; 
presently I heard it ail around me, 
without. pause, growing louder and 
more exultzut every moment. 

“T am no coward. I am a sports- 
man and heave killed many wolves in 
hunts, but what I heard that night I 
can never forget. The chaotic howling 
which inclosed me like a chain kept 
coming closer and closer, drawing to 
the center of the circle where I was 
standing. 

Dim Moving Shadows. 

“I-saw clearly there was no chance 
of saving myself when the circle had 
closed finally upon me. I went run- 
ning—how 1 managed it I don’t know 
—toward seme bushes a hundred 
yards away. I reached them and 
dropped to the ground. I wag resoly- 
ed to fight as long us I could. I had 
my loaded revolver and my sword. 

“The wolves came nearer, and their 
howling filled the night. Now they 
were at the border of the wood. In 
the darkness I could see dim shadows 
moving slowly between the trees. 

“As they came out of the wood from 
different directions they drew togeth- 
er into one great dark herd and stood 
thus for some minutes. Then another 
wolf howled—from somewhere out on 
the battlefield, and all at once the 
pack began to move. Without haste, 
in a little deliberate trot they went 
past ine. past the very clump of bush- 
es where 1 vis sitting with drawn 
revolver. N«t one turned toward me, 
1 watched each one as he went by, 
expecting that he would spring at me. 
I don't know how many there were, 
but there were very many—all trot- 
ting so quietly to the field where the 
deud were lying. 

“I was mercifully allowed to lapse 
into unconsciousuess soon after. At 
sunrise I was picked up, still uncon- 
scious, by a Cossack patrol.”

SHORT LIFE OF BiG GUNS. 


Every Time’a Rifle Is Fired Some of 
Its Bore Is Worn Away. 

The life of the gun, so far as its ab- 
lute destruction by bursting is con- 
erned, is practically unlimited, but 
10t so its accuracy life. Every time a 
sun is fired some of the interior sur- 
‘ace of its bore and delicate rifling are 
wiped away, and a certain degree of 
ts accuracy is lost. 

This is true of the shoulder rifle, 
vith its bore so small that it would 
10t much more than admit a lead pen- 
‘il, no less than of the great sixteen 
nch siege gun and the other grades of 
itillery pieces. 

Fortunately for the infantryman, the 
wear on the bore of the shoulder rifle 
is much slower, as the wearing out of 
the bore decreases rapidly with a de- 
vrease in the size of the bore. Ero- 
sion, as it is called by the artillerymen, 
is greatest in the large guns and least 
in*the 30 rifle. 

The big guns which form the main 
batteries of our warships and are em- 
placed in our coast fortifications can 
fire from 150 to 250 rounds (dependent 
apon the pressure and heat in the pow- 
ler chamber) before they begin to lose 
their accuracy.—Scientific American. 


Doors In China. ~ 

In China doors are often round, leaf 
shaped or semicircular. In placing 
them the builder usually avoids having 
one opposite another lest evil spirits 
find their way from the street into the 
recesses of the building. The door- 
ways separating the courts of.a gar- 
den are usually of an elaborate kind, 
and the octagonal form is one of the 
most popular. Religious superstition 
asserts itself in Chinese architecture, 
and the universal sacredness of the 
numerals 3 and 9 is shown in the ar- 
rangement of temple doors. There is 
a triple gateway to each of the halls 
of the imperial palace, and the same 
order prevails at the Ming tombs. The 
Temple of Heaven has a triple roof, a 
triple marble staircase, and all its mys- 
tie symbolism points either to 3 or its 
multiples, 


The Yaws. 

On the west coast of Africa the na- 
tives call the raspberry a yaw. It hap- 
pens that one of the pleasing diseases 
that come out from that quarter of the 
globe is characterized by dusky red 
spots that appear on the body and soon 
zrow into ulcers about the size and 
looks of the raspberry. So this disease 
is called the yaws. It is contagious 
and downright disagreeable. White 
sailors bring it back with them to their 
own discomfort and the disgust of 
those at home. Yaws prevails also in 
the Fiji islands and in Samoa, but in 
these two places children mainly are 
attacked, and the natives regard the 
disease in the same light as civilized 
persons look at measles—almost a cer- 
tainty to have and the sooner over 
with the better.

pected danger. M. Pouchet of the 
Academy of Medicine doubts whether 
any man has ever been quite free of 
fear for himself or for others. 

M. Sicard, who is a professor at the 


Faculty of Medicine, considers fear or | 
courage to be the result of tempera- | 


ment, training and thought. Fear can 
be partially eradicated by reasoning 


and education, but it will never be | 


overcome in its most ‘acute form— 
namely, the instinct of self preserva- 
tion.

NAVAL WIRELESS, 


It Is Almost Impoceible to “Jam” a 
Well Organized Service. 

Many suppose that it is possible for 
an enemy to disrupt and suspend all 
wireless communication at wil! by pre 
ducing very powerful waves of irreg- 
ular length—in other words, by inter- 
ference or “Jamming.” According to 
Commander F. G. Loring of the Brit- 
isb navy, such tactics are seldom suc- 
cessful. It is very hard, if not im- 
possible, to “jam” a well organized 
wireless service, for there are many 
ways, both technical and methodical, 
to defeat such an intention. if the 
enemy attempts interference he must 
put his own wireless communication 
completely out of action for the time 
being, with no certain prospect of se- 
riously inconveniencing the communi- 
cation of his opponent.

When They Mined the Nile. 

In the Sudan campaign as the Brit- 
ish troops approached Omdurman the 
Khalifa Abdullah conceived the idea 
of upsetting the British gunboat ex- 
pedition by mining the Nile. A former 
officer of the Egyptian army whom 
he bad long-held prisoner was order- 
ed by the khalifa to construct a couple 
of mines, which were prodeced forth- 
with. They were primitive in form, 
consisting, in fact, of two old iron 
boilers stuffed with gunpowder, in 
which was concealed a pistol with a 
string attached to the trigger whereby 
the charge could be exploded. The 
first mine was laid by the Ismailia, 
worked by a native crew, and demon- 
strated its efficiency by exploding on 
the instant, sinking the Ismailia and 
killing the crew, including the mine 
constructor. 

The khalifa was delighted, not at the 
accident, but at the testimony to the 
power of the invention, and immedi- 
ately ordered the emir in charge of his 
arsenal to lay the second mine. The 
umeer, profiting by experience, insured 
his safety by putting the Nile into the 
boiler before he put the boiler into the 
Nile. He then carried out the immer- 
sion successfully, to the joy of Abdul- 
lah, who. loaded him with “presents 
and praises.”—Manchester Guardian. 


The Faults of Others.

He is commanded to yell as 
part of the sheck action to which each 
man must contribute to make overpow- 
ering. During the winter schooling he 
actually is drilled in individual charg- 
ing to yell at a certain point in the 
charge and ts severely criticised if he 
does not make noise enough.

London, Bec. 29.—As a result of 
the thorough drubbing which the Rus- 
sians have administered to the new 
Austrian army in western Galicia and 
the passes of the Carpathians, the 
road has again been laid open to Cra- 
cow, and the czar’s troops, now only | 
twenty-five miles away, are expected 
to be under the walls of that city 
within the next few. days. 

The Austrian army has been split in 
two. One section is fleeing south, 
back to the Dukla and other passes of 
the Carpathians, through which it is- 
sued a week ago, and where it will 
meet with watchful bodies of Russian 
trobps who are guarding all the tra- 
verses into Hungary. The other is 
hurrying pell-mell from the Nida river, 
after being routed by the Russians in 
a two-day battle. 

Once more Austria has failed Ger- 
many sadly in the hour of need. The 
Austrian general staff was forced to 
make the humiliating admission that 
the Russians had driven Francis Jo- 
seph’'s troops in retreat in Galicia, 

One week ago the Russians were 
forced to abandon the investment of 
Cracow because of a very general 
movement by General Boehm-Ermolli, 
the Austrian commander, at the head 
of heavy forces coming north through 
the Carpathians, and a new advance 
of an Austro-German army from the 
Czenstachowa-Cracow line under Gen- 
eral Dank!. 

At that time the Russians were 
hard-pressed and seemed in real dan- 
ger of envelopment. But Grand Duke 
Nicholas executed one of those sudden j 
strategic operations for which he has 
become famous. 

Nicholas Divides Austrians 

Having withdrawn from the _ out- 
skirts of Cracow to the Biala river, 
the Russians suddenly sent ‘a heavy 
column marching southward, inter- 
posed themselves between the Aus- 
trians of the north. and south, de- 
feated Boehm-Ermolli, on Christmas 
day, and then, facing eastward, at- 
tacked the other bodies of Austrians 
and drove them in disorderly retreat 
toward the Carpathians. 

Meanwhile, a Russian force along 
the Pilica and Nida riyers, finding it- 
self relieved of the strain from the 
southeast and southwest, turned iis 
attention to General Dankl’s army and 
struck a hard biow, driving it from 
the west banks of the rivers and com- 
pelling it to flee toward Cracow. 

This beaten army is now ail that 
stands between the victorious Rus- 
sians and the gates of Cracow. 

Petrograd’s official report shows 
that the défeat of the Austrians has 
been a crushing one, and that it has 
already affected the German armies 
‘farther north. With the Austrian 
movement a complete failure, the 
German campaign before Warsaw is 
miserably handicapped. ; 
_ A new general offengive of the Rus- 
sians from the Baltic to the Carpathi- | 
ans is now looked for.

BIG FRENCH ARMY. 


TO ATTACK RHINE 


Report Says Joffre Now Plans 
to Garry War Into Germany, 


GALLIENI TO LEAD FORCES, 


The Object Is to Bring Horrors Home 
t6 Kaiser’s Subjects, While Cities Will 
Be Ransomed and His Troops Com- 
pelled to Withdraw From the North. 
Feverish Haste In Preparations. 


“The invasion of upper Alsace, com- 


bined with a south to north movement | 


along the Rhine, it is learned on the 
most trustworthy authority, is the 
foremost feature of the French plan 
to carry the war into Germany, says 8 
London correspondent, 

' The present French activity in upper 
Alsace and the Vosges and the bom- 
bardment of the Metz forts—of which 
nothing has been said officially—are 
the first steps in the great scheme, 
but the general offensive will come 
soon, when the French armament mak- 
ers have given the army a clear su- 
periority in heavy guas. 

A captain deputy on fifteen days’ 
leave from the east to attend the brief 
meeting of parliament in Paris said in 
the lobbies of the chamber of deputies: 

“More quickly than is generally be- | 
lieved we shall strike a 
deadly blow at Germany 
southeast of the battle line. 

“General Joffre declares he couid 
end the war by the early spring if the 
re-enforcements of 1,000,000 troops 
from England could be put in the field 
at once. But as their training is not 
complete that is out of the question. 
Nevertheless Joffre means to give the 
Prussians, Wurttembergers and Bava- 
rians a taste of military invasion be- 
fore many weeks have passed.” 

A Threefold Object. 

The new plan, which has been work- 
ed out in detail since the deadlock on 
the Aisne and in Flanders was estab- 
lished, is designed with the triple ob- 
ject of bringing home to the German 
people the horrors of war, ransoming 
German cities near the Rhine and 
forcing the kaiser to withdraw his 
troops from the north. 

The allies’ original plan for clearing 
France and Flanders was based on the 
assumption that the Muscovite army 
‘would rout Von Hindenburg in Poland 
and thus make the German retreat in 
the western theater of the war a stra- 
tegical certainty. 

When, however, it was realized Von 
Hindenburg was capable of holding up 
the Russians in Poland for an indefi- 
nite period the French general staff 
Was confronted with the problem of 
devising a powerful offensive move- 
ment in the west. 

Of the two alternatives of striking 
the Germans violently all along the 
line or throwing an army across the 
Rhine near Fribourg, General Joffre 
Selected the latter because it is more 
likely to succeed and will cost fewer 
lives. 

General Gallieni, the present military 
governor of Paris, will command the 
forces which will make the attempt 
and which will be called the army of 
the Rhine. 

If he sucGeeds Gailieni will be made 
a marshal of France, not because his 
work will necessarily be finer than that 
already accomplished by Generals 
Foch, De Castelnau. Dubail and oth- 
ers, but because he will have fulfilled 
the tacitly formulated army regulation 
which came into force after the 1870 
war that future French marshals must 
fish up their batons in the Rhine. 

Simultaneously the same dignity—a 
marshalship is a dignity, not a rank— 
would be conferred on Joffre. 

Rapidly Pushing Preparations. 

Meanwhile preparations for the 
“coup” are being pushed ahead with 
feverish haste. Thousands of workers 
have been withdrawn fom the trench- 
es and garrisons and sent to the great 
armament factories of Creusot and 
Schneider for the intensive manufac- 
ture of guns. 

It is also a positive fact that 10,000 
artisans are employed at Creusot's 
hastily building light transportable 
iron bridges, which will be thrown 
across the’ Rhine for the French army 
to pass over the river. 

I also learn from a creditable mili- 
tary source, continues the correspond- 
ent, that the French are making a 
heavy siege gun which will eclipse 
Krupp's famous seventeen inch mor- 
tar. Its caliber is given as twenty 
inches, and it fires a ton and a half of 
explosives and metal with every shot. 

In addition to this gigantic death 
dealer and other heavy guns of smaller 
caliber, Creusot is making thousands. 
of six inch Rimaithos. so called after 
their inventor, a lientenant colonel now: 
serving in the army.

RUBENS MASTERPIECE MAY 


BE TAKEN ON AMERICAN TOUR 


Artists Plan to Borrow Famous Paint- 
ing From Belgium to Aid Her. 


At the meeting of the artists con- 
nected with the art benefit sale for the 
French-Belgian relief fund in New 
York the suggestion made by Kenneth 
Frazier that an effort be made to ach 
cure for exhibition purposes in Amer- ! 
ica one or more of the great master- ' 
pieces of art that the Belgians saved 
from the cathedrals upon the approach 
of the Germans met with instant ap- 
proval. 

The Belgian minister became inter- | 
ested in the plan, and through him the 
committee hopes to induce the Belgian 
government to permit an art loan that | 
would be without precedent. It is even | 
hoped that so great a paintifg as Ru- 
bens’ “Descent From the Cross” may | 
be secured. This would bring a large 
income to the relief fund, as undoubt- 
edly great crowds would be willing to 
pay an admission fee to see such a 
work, and Chicago,’ Boston, San Fran- 
cisco and other cities could in turn be | 
visited with certainty of success. 

Just what has become of many of 
the greatest Belgian treasures of art 
is still a matter of conjecture. They 
are variously reported to have been 
sent to England, to have been sunk 
in water tight metal tubes in the river 
Scheldt and to have been hidden in 
cellars. 

The “Descent From the Cross,” 
which hung until quite recently in the ! 
Antwerp cathedral and is universally 
regarded as Rubens’ masterpiece, has 
already done considerable traveling. 
For over twenty years it was in Paris, 
being sent back to Antwerp in 1816, 
where it remained continuously until 
the war. 


BERLIN EATS REINDEER MEAT 


Lamb Imported From iceland Is An- 
other Novelty There. 

Reindeer meat and lamb imported 
from Iceland have found their way in| 
considerable quantity to the markets 
of Berlin since the war began. accord- 
ing to a trade bulletin published in the 
German capital. 

In general, it states, there has been 
plenty of foed since the railroads be- 
gan to run on a normn! basis, although 
some prices have advanced. 

“During the mobilization of troops 
at the beginning of the war,’’ the re- 
port reads, “when the railroads were 
used almost exclusively for military 
purposes, the Berlin food supply suf- 
fered to such an extent that it was 
necessary to use wagons and automo- 
biles to bring supplies from nearby 
districts. In spite of the demands 
upon the railroads the authorities 
have managed to improve the supply 
from day to day. However. peas. 
beans and lentils cannot be had in suf- 
ficient quantities and have therefore 
advanced in price. 

“The supply of meat is satisfdctory, 
though prices may increase in the fu- 
ture. Noyelties upon the market are 
reindeer and also fresh lamb from Ice- 
land, both being of very good quality. 

“The game supply is also short, since 
hunting has almost ceased. Poultry is 
offered in large quantities, with the 
exception of geese, which come largely 
from Russia in normal times. There 
is a plentiful supply of salt water fish, 
the season's catch of herring having 
been exceptionally good. At this time 
of the year eggs are alway scarce, 
and this year. as large supplies nsnally 
come from Galicia, the scarcity is felt 
more than usual.”

Washington, Dec. 30.—The gov- 
ernment intends after the war to hold 
Great Britain to strict monetary ac- 
eount for any violation of rights to 
American shipping. President Wil- 
son made this emphatically evident in 


‘discussing the dispatch of a blanket 


protest to England against a viola- 
tion of America’s ,maritime rights. 
Financial restitution will be de- 


'manded. 


The president held that this note 
He 
that it was merely putting 
the shoe cn the other fooot, or, in 
other words, only applying the rules 
Great .Britain has heretofore insisted 
on in times of war when her own trade 
was affected. 

That this protest is the basis for a 
‘demand for damages after the war was 
evident from the president’s explana- 
tion that wherever a government vio- 
lates the maritime rights of a neutral, 
the offending mation eventually has to 
pay for its transgressions. a 

From this statement it was inferred 
that, as in other conflicts, the alleged 
injured neutral—America in this in- 
stance—expects to ask millions of dol- 
larg in reparation. 

The president contended this 
sweeping document is only a question 
‘of the rules of international law. It 
does not hinge on precedents of the 
war of 1812 or other past controversies 
with England, although precedents 
drawn from past experiences give a 
basis for the international law rules, 
the president explained. 

There is no threat, actual or im- 
plied, in the note, he insists. It is 
merely a demand of America for her 
rights on the seas, and for monetary 
reimbursement, should England's 
seizure, search and detention of Unit- 
ed States vessels be proved beyond 
English rights. 

The president coupled a confirma- 
tion of the publication of the sending 
of the note and of its contents with 
the statement that the government 
could dea) confidently with the sub- 
ject only if supported by absolutely 
honest manifests. He said the great 
embarrassment to the government in 
dealing with the whole matter was 
that some shippers had concealed con- 
of non-con- 
traband articles, for example, under 
a cargo of cotton. ; 

So long as there were instances of 
that kind, the president said, suspi- 
cion was cast on every shipment and 
all cargoes were liable to doubt and 
search. 

Little danger exists of a serious 
breach with Great Britain in the 
American protest, officials believe. It 
is also denied that German protests 
inspired the American note. 

Expectation of the administration 
that the exchange of notes will result 
in British regulations freeing Ameri- 
can commerce from British interfer- 
ence to a great extent are based here 
principally on the ground that Great 
Britain is extremely anxious to pos- 
sess the moral support and friendship, 
not only of the administration, but of 
the American public. 

In diplomatic circles the opinion 
prevails that the negotiations over 
the American note will cover a con- 
siderable period. Couched most care- 
fully to avoid offering offense to Eng- 
land—even to the extent of changes’in 
phraseology by President Wilson him- 
self—the United States note is ex- 
pected to be given long consideration. 


AS ENGLAND VIEWS IT 


That Diplomatic Note 
Create Unfriendly Feeling 
London, Dec, 30.—London con- 
siders the demand of the United 
States that the detention of American 
shipping by the British fleet be 
brought to an end one of the most 
important developments of the war, 

The publication of the note, which 

has not yet been acted upon by the 
government, created a sensation, and 
it is feared in certain quarters that 
friction between the two government; 
and the creation of an unfriendly 
feeling may result. 
»_ It is. the British contention that 
various forms of sharp practice have 
Seen resorted to by supposedly neu- 
tral, shippers, and that in many in- 
starfces® thorough search of steamers 
hag ybeem necessary to reveal the 
presence of contraband material. 

Great Britain, if its sentiment is to! 
be judged from thé views expressed 
by newspapers and by~-the general 
public, does not hold itself responsi- 
ble for any business depression in the 
United States. Any such condition, it 
is considered, is the result of circum- 
stances not connected with the 
searches of American ships pontnctes 
by the British navy. 

The over-production of cotton and 
the removal of German shipping from 
the ‘seas are cited as economic factors 
affecting the United States 
Strongly, and these are things, 
asserted, that England cannnot help.

~~ TESTING CONCRETE. 


Experiments to Show the Action of 
Sea Water and Frost. 
One of the largest construction com- 


panies,in this country is making ex- } 


periments to determine what is the ac- 


tion of sea water,and frost upon con- 


terete. According to Science Conspéc- 
jtus, the company made twenty-fonr 
‘Tconcrete coliimns, each sixteen feet 
long and sixteen inches square, ire-en- 
forced with ironbars near thelr cor- 
ners, and in January, 1909, immersed 
them in the water, at the Boston navy 
yard. 

At high tide the water almost entire- 


‘ly covers them, but at low tide they are 


completely exposed. Thus in cold 
weather the columns are alternately 
thawed and frozen as the tide rises 
and falls. The columns are made with 
various qualities of concrete—mixed 
dry, plastic and very wet—and also 
with different qualities of cement. Ex- 
perts afe studying the effects of the 
addition of waterproofing materials. 
Clay and other substances are added 
from time to time, and the effect is ob- 
served. 

Many years must elapse before it 
will be possible to tell with certainty 
what kind of concrete is most perma- 
nent, When last examined many of 
the columns were virtually unaffected, 
but others were badly eroded. The 
columns that contain the largest pro- 
portion of cement, mixed wet, have so 
far shown the least wear. Of two col- 
umns made with one part of cement to 
one of sand and two of stone the one 
mixed dry was badly eroded over its 
entire length, whereas the other, 
which was mixed very wet, was only 
slightly pitted. 

The experiment, it is expected, will 
throw much light upon a problem that 
has long perplexed construction en- 
zineers. 


FEATS OF DIVERS. 


Remarkable Endurance of the Pearl 
Fishers of Torres. 

The greatest depth recorded of work 
lone by a diver in a suit is 182 feet. 
Chis depth was reached by the Spanish 
liver, Angel Erostarbe, who recovered 
345,000 in silver ingots from the wreck 
if the steamship Skyro off Cape Finis- 
erre. The sponge divers of the Medi- 
cerranean work at a maximum of 150 
feet and the Australian pearlers at 
120 feet. 

The greatest depths reached by div- 
4s without apparatus are used by the 
earl fishers of Torres, mostly Malay- 
uns from the smaller islands. They go 
lown with the aid of a stone and a 
oop in the rope thereto attached which 
hey clutch with their toes, these or- 
zans being far more prehensile than 
n races normally shod. They seldom 
venture to descend below fifty feet, a 
lepth at which they can remain for 
two minutes. The stone enables them 
to remain at the bottom while they are 
sweeping the pearl oysters into a bas- 
set attached to the stone. When the 
liver feels that he must come up to 
breathe he releases his toes from the 
yecket in the rope and at once floats 
o the surface. 

Young and healthy Malayan divers 
working oyster beds below six fathoms 
make four Gescents an hour during 
four hours in the morning and the 
same during four hours in the after- 
aoon following a four hour rest A 
‘ivilized man at a depth of forty-two 
feet finds such a dive intolerable after 
1 single minute.—New York Sun.

SUBSTITUTE FOR SHELLAC.' 


An Econornical Varnish Which May Be 
Easily Prepared at Home. 

For keeping the woodwork that is 
finished natural in good condition this 
substitute for shellac varnish may be 
made at home and kept ready for use 
any time the housekeeper chooses: 

Take four pounds of silica or the 
same quantity of China clay—the for- 
mer, however, is the better—and stir 
into it a quart of good Japan liquid 
drier. Beat the mass into a’ perfect 
mixture. 

Then add, while stirring the mass 
quickly, one and a half gallons of best 
hard oil, after which let the mass 
stand an hour orso and strain through 
a fine sieve. Thin with turpentine for 
use. On soft woods use it very thin, 
but it should be applied heavier on 
harder wood. This shellac will look 
and wear well.

“If the World's Work wants & con-

and what is their opportunity, not only 
selfishly, but altruistically. the only 
thing I can say is that a great nation 
standing outside this European con- 
fiact should use what influence it can 
on the side of right and against wrong. 
We believe that we are fighting for 
liberty and independence unthreaten- 
ed by militarism and to redress the 
cruel wrong done to Belgium. We 
hope to win a peace that will secure 
these things. What influence the Unit- 
ed States can,exercise and to what end 
and when their influence should be 
used is a question for their own peo- 
ple to decide. But I do not think 
that this will be a suitable contribu- 
tion to the dispassionate inquiry made 
by the editors of the World's Work 
Magazine, and perhaps I may explain 
how impossible it is for a member of 
a government who believes that it is 
fighting for the indépendence of its 
country and that all it cares for and 
believes is at stake to do anything 
except plead the cause of thag country 
and to ask at least for sympathy.”

“The people of the United States will 
best serve the cause of peace and hbu- 
manity by being not only neutral, ac- 
cording to the letter of President Wii- 
son's proclamation, but also impartial 
iu spirit of ‘his further utterances.

BLOOD-STAINED ‘SHIRT Foun) 


Hat Also Worn by Albertson Brought 
to Light—Suspect Falzone Believed 
to Have Escaped by Way of Lynn, 
Although He Was Supposed to Be 
Under Olose Surveillance 


Wakefield, Mass., Dec. 31.—In the 
hope of unearthing additional evidence 
of crimes in this town, Chief of Po- 
lice Pollard and several patrolmen 
started excavating the remainder of 
the cellar of the shack where Maurice 
A. Albertson’s murdered body was 
found in the rear of 34 Columbia road. 

They dug up a blood-stained shirt 
and a similarly stained hat, which 
were identified as belonging to the 
murdered man. A brother, Samuel 
Albertson, made the identification. 

in the belief that other evidence of 
this and perhaps other crimes may be 
uncovered, the police have decided to 
dig up the entire cellar to a depth of 
at least six feet. 

Owing to the cramped quarters in 
which they will have to labor, it be- 
ing necessary for them to dig with 
trowels while on their knees or while 
sitting dewn, and to the fact that 
all of the earth will have to be carried 
out through a trap door on the ground 
fioor, it may be several days before 
the digging is completed. 

Detectives working on the case 
visited the Italian colonies in Lynn 
and will continue the search among 
the various Italian colonies along the 
North Shore. They have secured 
clues which lead them to believe that 
the murderer made his escape from 
Wakefield through Lynn. 

A police surveillance was kept on 
Giagone Falzone, now wanted for 
murder, but this he managed to elude 
and to also slip past police stationed 
at the depot and io watch the electric 
ears, provided he went direct to Bos- 
ton from this town. 

It is now said that Falzone, know- 
ing of this vigil, escaped via Lynn as 
the quietest manner in which to leave 
town. 

Circulars bearing a picture of Fal- 
zone and his description, with the in- 
formation that he is wanted in con- 
nection with the murder of Albertsor, 
have been sent boardcast by the po- 
lice.

HE WENT FIRST TO CANADA. 


Prosecuted Originally Case of Stan- 
ford White’s Slayer, Sought to Ex- 
tradite Him From New Hampshire, 


and Awaited Supreme Court Decision, | 


‘PET GORILLA IS SICK; GOES 


Harry Thaw, who the United States 
supreme court decided must be sur- 
rendered by the state of New Hamp- |, 
shire to New York for conspiring in 
connection with his sensational escape 
from the Matteawan Asylum For the 
Criminal Insane, has been absent from 
the asylum over a year. 

Thaw shot Stanford White on June 
25, 1906,‘and he was committed to the 
Matteawan asylum on Feb. 1, 
After tiring of his attempts to get free- 
dom through the courts be resolved on 
the more direct method. He slipped 
through the gate of the asylum opened 
by the milkman on Aug. 17, 1913. Two 
automobiles provided by former New 
York Assemblyman Richard Butler 
were in waiting, one at the gate and 
another bigh powered car half a mile 
away. He dzigzagged thtough New 
York and New Hampshire and was 
forced to take a train in Manchester, | 
N. H., when bis cash ran out. He con- 
(tinued inte Cunada by train and was 
-ecognized on Aug. 19 by a sheriff from 
New Hampshire. The sheriff did Not 
irrest bim. however, until the train 


had crossed the Canadinn line, and this | 


precipitated the tight between the New 
York and Canadian authorities. 

On a faulty complaint, which after- 
ward became famous becanse of the 
legal tangles it brought on, Thaw was 
Jodgzed in the jail of the district of St. 
Francis at Sherbrooke. Quebec, Can- 
ada, although no definite charge was 
mide against him. Thaw liked the jail 
ind songht to stuy there so as to be 
safe from the New York authorities. 

Thaw's bost of Canadian lawyers 
searched the Dominion law for a 
cbance to save him. First they said 
be was a tourist, but Thaw had bo rail- 
read ticket, and that plin failed. 
Canadian immigration office sought to 


deport Lim as an undesirable, and plans 


were made to carry on a fight against 
deportation to the Canadian court of 
iast resort, the king's privy council, as 
u Violation of treaty rights. 

Dragged Over Canadian Line. 

This was the condition of affairs ,

Thaw was very com- 
fortably located in his refuge cell in 
the Sherbrooke jail when he was forci- 
biy ejected, 
holding that be was beld on a faulty 
commitment. Thaw fought hard to 
stay in jail, but found himself in charge 
of the much feared immigration au- 
thorities. At the very time when half 
2 dozen Jegal moves were under way 
to save him the Canadian immigration 
officials boldly dragged him over the 
Canadian line on an order from the 
ward of inquiry. Thaw was turned 
loose at Norton's Mills, Vt.. without 
money. He got as far as Colebrook, 
N. H.. where he was placed under ar- 
rest on a warrant charging him with 
conspiring to escape from Matteawan. 
Jerome filed extradition papers with 
Governor Felker. 

Thaw sued out a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, however, on the ground tbat he 
was illegally detained on the conspir- 
acy charge. It was argued before 
Judge Aldrich of the federal district 
court at Littleton, N. H. Judge Al- 
drich ruled in favor of Thaw, raising 
the question whether New York could 
charge an insane man with a crime. 

Lived Well In New Hampshire.

kaiser’'s troops have met.since their 
entrance upon Polish soil. 
| .Kncouraged by the arrival of strong 
reinfoncements from the army of Gen- 
enmal Francois, who so mysteriously 
stopped its advance from the north 
at Mlawa, the German troops sprang 
from their entrenchments alang a long 
line and made a combined attack upon 
the watchful Russian forces. Under 
the text of the terse Russian report 
that records the fact can be read 
every intimation of the awful strugg!e 
that followed. 

With alacrity the Russians surged 
forward to meet the long-expected at- 
tack. Few shots were fired, but the 
olive green lines of the czar moved
